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How Were Our Champions Started 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


“What Becomes of our Junior Champion Heifers?” 
The figures seemed to indicate that high conditioning 
when young proved to be a definite handicap to later satis- 
factory development. In order to get at the subject from 
another angle, we made a companion study of the success- 
ful grand champion cows in an effort to determine the 
facts about their early care. A questionnaire was sent out 
to the owners of this list, covering the champions at fifteen 
major shows of the United States and Canada during the 
past decade. The following information was sought: 
Was she shown in calf form? How success- 
fully ? 
Was she shown in yearling form? How success- 
fully? 
Also a statement as to the care and feeding 
methods employed during calf and yearling form. 

Of the forty-nine cows listed among these grand cham- 
pions covered in the replies to our questionnaire, 36 or 
almost 75% were reported as never having been shown 
until after reaching milking age. Of the 13 that were 
shown as calves or yearlings, two won their grand cham: 
pionships in two-year-old form, never taking a purple after 
reaching full development. Four of the number were 
earlier junior champions as calves or yearlings, five others 
were first prize winners in class, while the remaining four 
were just good heifers, never good enough to win first in 
class. 


| AST week, we presented the results of our study of 


Classifying the grand champions on the basis of the 
care they received when young, we find no answer given 
to the qu@éstion in seven cases. Of the remaining 42, there 
are 22 or over 52% listed as given normal growth and de- 
velopment; 13, (31%) described as receiving ordinary or 
rough farm care, and seven (17%) as being kept in high 
condition at least in ‘preparation for and during the show 
season. Of this number, three won their later grand 
championships in heifer form, and there are no All-Ameri- 
can aged cows coming from this group. 

The group listed as receiving normal growth in their 
early days includes four cows that have won a total of 
five All-American aged cow designations, with the other 
three All-American aged cows falling in the group listed 
as given just ordinary farm care. In this connection, the 
early show winnings of the All-American aged cows pro- 
vide a fruitful field of study. Of the seven cows that have 
won this coveted award in these eight years, only one was 
a junior champion—Sara Ann Duplicate, having been jun- 
ior and grand champion as a yearling at Utah State Fair— 
and only one other, Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, was 
aparently ever shown in junior form, she being just about 
able to get inside the money. The rest all had their start 
under more or less unpampered conditions. Among the 
eight four-year-olds receiving the All-American designa- 
tion, only one—Forum Vesta Diamond—was ever a winner 
in junior form. The three-year-old class shows a score of 
four to three in favor of those who had been prominent 
winners as calves or yearlings, and the two-year-olds swing 
even farther in that direction—6 to 2 in favor of those 


who had been first prize winners in junior form. Among 
the All-American yearlings who have later won grand 
championship honors, only Netherland Belle Homestead 
qualifies, with Johanna Wayne Rue 2d taking a senior 
championship on one occasion in two-year-old form. Belle 
has been undefeated in class as a three-year-old, but has 
not been able to crash through to a purple. Both of these 
were senior yearlings. None of the junior yearlings have 
ever gone on to grand championship honors later, and 


‘only one of the All-American calves—Star Segis Home- 


stead. A study of the National grand champions is also 
of interest in this connection. Among the 17 cows that 
have won National grand championship honors up to 1930, 
only one has been a junior champion at a major show— 
Madam Artis Wayne Denver, who was a sensational year- 
ling and two-year-old before taking the grand purple as a 
three-year-old. Last year’s champion, Johanna Pietertje 
Artis Creamelle, took second at Waterloo as a yearling, 
and this year’s champion, Miss Lassie Ormsby, was a blue 
ribbon winner as a calf, a two-year-old and a champion as 
a three-year-old. 

This seems like a rather convincing case for normal 
development of our young animals, as opposed to the 
high fitting that seems to be necessary to put our calves 
and yearlings up to the top of their classes in the big 
shows. 

Comments of the owners of the grand champion show 
cows in regard to the subject of care and feeding of young 
animals, are of special interest. Clarence Goodhue of Ray- 
mondale Farm, Quebec, who has brought out his share 
of the All-American winners, is strongly convinced that 
our greatest cows at maturity are usually the ones that 
have been allowed to rough it during: their early days, 
without too much pampering or high conditioning. In 
support of this contention, he cites the cases of three 
famous cows in their herd, Countess Abbekerk Hiemke, 
Hilda Alcartra De Kol and Sally Francy. Countess Abbe- 
kerk Hiemke, who made over 1,100 lbs. fat on three-time 
milking and was Reserve All-American Aged Cow in 1925, 
was purchased in Ontario as a young calf by J. Walter 
Jones of Prince Edward Island, and brought up in a very 
rough way, developing slowly and not being recognized 
as a show cow of any unusual merit until she had reached 
full maturity when she came on with her 1,100-lb. fat rec- 
ord and with this development blossomed out into one 
of the recognized great show cows of the breed. Sally 
Francy, All-American Aged Cow in 1929, was bred by J. 
Walter Jones, but kept during her early days in his 
brother’s herd, getting only ordinary care until she came 
to Raymondale as a 3-year-old. Recognition of her out- 
standing merit as a show animal did not come until four- 
year-old form. Hilda Alcartra De Kol, another one of 
Canada’s great show cows, was raised in a small breed- 
er’s herd, given only ordinary dairy care until maturity 
when she was finally spotted by Bob Holtby, passing 
through several hands before J. W. Innes & Sons brought 


her out as a sensational grand champion, and ending her 


show career as a member of the Raymondale herd. 
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H. O. Larsen, of the Forum Holstein Farm, Iowa, in 
describing the care given his sensational grand champion 
of 1927, Long Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy, writes as 
follows: 

“She was fitted and shown as a yearling. When 
returned from the show tircuit, she was turned out 
and put up with just ordinary care, being out every 
day, fed a good roughage and a very limited grain 
ration. As a two-year-old, she was put on feed pre- 
vious to the show season and fitted, putting on flesh 
in a hurry. As a three-year-old, put on official test 
which I believe develops an animal all over, Par- 
ticularly mammary system and capacity. I am very 
much opposed to over-fitting. I know that covering 
of flesh is always very pleasing to the eye. Partic- 
ularly is this true of many of our inexperienced 
critics of dairy cattle. Often has an over-fitted ani- 
mal been placed up by the judge over a rather thin 
animal, sometimes because he feels they should ap- 
pear in this condition and sometimes for fear of ring 
side criticism. It is my opinion that a good feeder 
will not Keep his good animal fat the year round but 
rather cause her to get along with more roughage 
and when he wants her fitted put on flesh fast, giv- 
ing the quality of cover desired and the animal’s sys- 
tem is in right condition to respond, giving us that 
quality and flash so much more desired than our 
over-fitted and stale animals.” 


Cc. J. Berning of Oregon, developer of Model Segis 
Prilly Gelsche, famous 1,000-lb. fat producer and All- 
American Aged Cow in 1926, writes that the care given 
her was normal growth and development, being given 
plenty of silage and oats, with oil meal and clover hay 
and never forced until about five years of age when test- 
ing began and her wonderful development followed. 


Robert N. McGhee of Ontario, writes interestingly re- 
garding the care of his famous National and Royal grand 
champion, Aaggie Sylvia. 


“Regarding your inquiry as to the feeding of 
Aaggie Sylvia as a heifer, I might say that she was 
fed whole milk for a month or six weeks, after which 
she was fed skimmilk until probably about 10 months 
of age. She was fed but very little grain in her 
heifer form but was fed plenty of roughage at all 
times. She always run to pasture in the summer 
season, even in her calf form. She was always kept 
in good growthy condition but at no time was she 
ever pampered or kept in high fit. In fact, it might 
surprise some show men who are used to keeping 
their show cattle in high fit, to know that when 
she won first in the three-year-old class and was 
first in the four-year-old class and grand champion 
at the National Dairy Show, that both years she run 
out to pasture with the rest of the herd right up to 
the day she was loaded on the car for shipment to 
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the show. She was not shown at any of the major 
shows in her calf or yearling form, but had she been 
shown, I would hesitate to say at which age she 
would have shown the best as she always looked the 
part from birth to maturity.” 


Cc. S. Potter of Utah reports on the care given Sara 
Ann Duplicate, All-American Aged Cow in 1925. Bred in 
Canada, she received only ordinary care during her early 
days, being purchased from her breeders by the Rancocas 
Stock Farm of New Jersey, and going from there in 
yearling form along with four half sisters to Mr. Potter’s 
farm in Utah. We quote from Mr. Potter’s letter describ- 
ing her care after that. 


“Sara Ann Duplicate, after arriving at Lomond- 
view with her four half sisters, all were given stalls 
in our barn and ever fed the same as our milking 
herd, with only a light grain ration of oats, bran and 
barley in equal parts, with a little linseed meal. 
All five made good growth and developed with fine 
udders. Sara Ann Duplicate, after she went on 
test, was given a box stall and outside of being out 
for exercise spent the greater part of her time in her 
stall. She weighed at Portland when made grand 
Champion, 1,660 lbs., and the heaviest, 1,670 lbs., 
just before she calved December 1928.” 


H. H. Newman, of California, the breeder of Miss Tri- 
tomia Fobes Walker, All-American three-year-old in 1926, 
and one of the most likely prospects for later develop- 
ment in mature form until her untimely death, makes the 
following report concerning her early care. 


“Miss Tritomia Fobes Walker was allowed to 
run with her dam the first week and was fed whole 
milk until three weeks old. She was gradually 
changed to skimmilk at eight weeks old, receiving 
at this age about three gallons a day, which was in- 
creased as she grew older up to about five gallons 
a day. with good alfalfa. At seven months of age, 
the milk was taken away and alfalfa pasture formed 
her chief ration. The heifer was in good physical 
condition at all times, but never forced and received 
no grain at any time in calf form.” 

} 

Another interesting comment comes from N. P. Hansen 

of Minnesota, who tells of the care given De Kol Alban 

Princess 2d, a rather noted grand champion of a few 
years ago, bred and developed in his herd. 


“De Kol Alban Princess 2d was given just ordin- 
ary good care as a calf. I believe in growing calves 
as fast as possible on good, home-grown feeds. I 
have spent more time and study on growing calves 
than any other one thing in connection with the 
business. Princess 2d was shown as a calf at our

Last year at seven years old she com- 
pleted a year record of 892.5 lbs. fat 
or 1,115.6 lbs. butter from 26,.552.4 lbs. 
milk and qualified for the 305-day di- 
vision, carrying calf 201 days of her 
305-day record of 794.6 lbs. fat or 993.3 
lbs. butter. Started on test again at 
eight vears old, she is reported by 
Supt. M. H. Keeney of this institution 
as making another great record.

An Ohio Matron 


Prilly Lyons Maple Crest Trixy May 
435662 is reported as having produced 
in the eleven years of her producing 
life a total of 179,500 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 6,139 lbs. fat or an average of over 
16,300 lbs. milk and 558 Ibs. fat per 
year, mostly milked only twice a day. 
As a four-year-old she made a semi- 


official record of 904.07 lbs. fat or 1,130 
lbs. butter from 2'6,116.2 lbs. milk. She 
is owned by N. W. Lee & Son, New 
London, Ohio, who reports that she is 
fresh again at thirteen years old and 
going strong again. 
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Are We Paying Too Much ? 


RE we paying too big a price for our calf and year- 
A ling heifer classes at the shows? 


The investigation which the World has made of 
our champion females to see what becomes of the junior 
winners and to learn the early history of our senior win- 
ners, seems to indicate rather clearly that the industry is 
paying a high price in the diminished future usefulness of 
many of these most promising youngsters. Certainly, the 
showing of heifers at these ages encourages high fitting 
and conditioning in order to meet today’s competition. 
Just as certainly, it seems that this high conditioning at 
this stage of development is a harmful thing. The facts 
are presented in some detail in the feature articles of 
this and the preceding issues of the World. 

As reported last week, a large majority of the breed- 
ers answering our questionnaires feel that these young 
classes should be continued. although many replies in- 
dicated reservations regarding the need of curbing the 
practice of over-fitting. 

One suggestion frequently offered is that judges should 
discriminate against over-fitted animals. It is much easier 
to make the suggestion than to apply it. Where should 
the line be drawn? How many judges have we who are 
competent to answer the question correctly and with sat- 
isfaction to the participants? Should we ask our judges 
te assume this added responsibility? The whole proposi- 
tion is loaded with dynamite if applied to an extent that 
would gain the desired result. 

Several correspondents raised the point that our calf 
club exhibits would be seriously handicapped if the heifer 
calf classes were eliminated. In answer to this objection, 
the special calf club classes could be continued as at 
present even though the open classification were elimin- 
ated. There is not so much of this over-fitting found 
among the calf club entries so that the objections previous- 
ly mentioned would not apply here with quite equal force. 

The time to discuss this subject is right now if any 
changes are to be brought about for the 1931 show season. 
Fair managements usually make up their premium lists 
during the winter and early spring, so that any requests 
for changes should be urged during the next few months. 
Again we invite our readers to give this subject their 
serious consideration and to express their views through 
the World’s Round Table for the benefit and guidance 
of those who are directly concerned with shaping the poli- 
cies of the Association and fair managements along this 
line. 


The Rotolactor 


AST WEEK, the Walker-Gordon Laboratories held 
L open house to demonstrate their new ‘“merry-go- 

round” system of milking. The story is told else- 
where in this issue. Some four thousand people showed 
their interest in the revolutionary methods of mass-pro- 
duction of milk by attending these ceremonies which in- 
cluded addresses by distinguished authorities including 
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the Secretary of Agriculture, with the Governor of New 
Jersey presiding. 

The Rotolactor was the real center of interest, however. 
This installation, by which ten or twelve men are able to 
milk this herd of 1,400 cows three times a day, is a strik. 
application of the machine-age to the dairy industry, 
Thomas A. Edison, at his home, pressed the button that 
started the machinery for this first public showing. It is, 
of course, impractical for use except in units of very large 
size, but it points the way of progress. The most serious 
criticism we heard offered was as to what would happen if 
the machine broke down—with 1,400 cows clamoring for 
attention! 

Sharing interest with the Rotolactor was the dehydrat. 
ing or drying equipment used in the quick curing of 
alfalfa. This outfit has a capacity of a ton an hour and 
entirely removes the hazard of the weather in curing hay, 
It also saves 20% waste in loss of leaves, which is found 
even under the most favorable western conditions, and 
gives a product higher in protein and fat content and 
lower in crude fibre. Smaller models of this system can 
be constructed that are practical for use on farms as small 
as four or five hundred acres, and the advantages of the 
system would seem to suggest its wide adoption as a 
probable development of the next few years. The building 
of this equipment on a quantity basis should make it 
possible to sell them for prices farmer owners can afford 
to pay. 

The dairy industry owes much to concerns like Walker- 
Gordon for their experimental work in devising and test- 
ing advanced methods which promote efficiency of produc- 
tion. To Mr. Henry W. Jeffers—the spark-plug of the 
Walker-Gordon organization—we wish to pay our personal 
word of tribute. 


Reynolds Honored 


AST June, when Jim Reynolds returned from the Den- 
e ver convention to his home in Cleveland, Ohio, he 

found that he had been placed in nomination for 
State Senator on the Democratic ticket. The nomination 
was made without any advance knowledge on his part 
and although he did not attend a single political meeting 
during the campaign and never made a speech nor made 
the slightest effort to secure election, his personal popu- 
larity in Cleveland is evidenced by the fact that he was 
elected by over 20,000 majority. The World extends its 
sincere congratulations to Senator Reynolds, for, although 
he desires no added cares and responsibilities, the outcome 
cannot be other than gratifying. On the occasion of Sen- 
ator’s Reynolds’ last term of service in the Ohio Senate 
it will be recalled that he was the only Democratic Sen- 
ator elected in the whole body.

cow, sex hygiene of the bull, care of the new born calf 
and a final chapter on contagious abortion with a discus- 
sion of the agglutination test and methods for the con- 
trol of this disease.

Quality First, Then Price 


OULD that every farmer could have heard Clifford 
W E. Hough, manager of the Connecticut milk pro- 

ducers’ association, in the short talk he gave at the 
annual meeting of the N E M P A in Boston recently. The 
discussion from the floor had to do with the matter of 
quality in milk and the price received. Mr. Hough, always 
sound in his statements, put the question of a price for 
farm products that is commensurate with their quality, 
squarely up to the farmers themselves when he said: “Pro- 
duce a quality product first, then the consumer will pay 
the price.” 

Mr. Hough referred to milk, but his statement applies 
with equal force and breadth to all farm products. 

The theory that the consumer should first offer the 
price and then the farmer decide whether or not he will 
furnish a product in keeping with it is decidedly the re- 
verse order of present day selling procedure. The initia- 
tive must first come from the farmer himself. He must 
demonstrate to the consumer’s satisfaction that his prod- 
ucts are of a quality to be worth the price placed upon 
them. 

Here is a responsibility the farmer cannot evade. It 
is one of the most important factors that enters into the 
complicated process of marketing. It alone has probably 
caused the farmer more loss and dissatisfaction than any 
other one thing. The remedy lies in the farmer’s own 
hands. If he grades his products, establishes a high 
standard of quality and faithfully lives up to that stand- 
ard, he wili find that the consumer will pay a price in keep- 
ing with quality. 

Mr. Hough’s contention that quality must come first 
hits the nail squarely on the head. Many farmers have 
already learned that lesson and are enjoying the benefits 
to be derived from the reputation that quality products 
give. A great many more, however, still have this first 
lesson to learn.—New England Homestéad.

3y action of the Missouri Holstein-Friesian Association 
assembled at Columbia, October 30th, 1930, and through 
the cooperation of the University of Missouri, College of 
Agriculture, this organization offers as a stimulus to 4-H 
dairy club boys and girls owning and exhibiting Holstein 
heifers at local, county or district shows, a $30 Bulova 
gold wrist watch to be awarded under the following con- 
ditions. : 

1. There must be at least ten paid up members of the 
Missouri Holstein-Friesian Association residing within the 
county or district applying. 

2. There must be at least five Holstein 4-H club heifers 
shown at the county or district club show, and these heif- 
ers must be owned in the names of the respective club 
members as of date July 1st, 1931. 

3. Applications for watches must be filed with the 
State Club agent, Columbia, Mo., by the County Agent, 
Club Agent, or Club Leader prior to July 1st, 1931. 

4. The record of the winning heifer must be complete, 
and must meet the approved standards of excellence. 
If the exhibitor cannot submit a satisfactory record, the 
watch will go to the next highest eligible competitor. 
Winners of watches are not eligible to compete for this 
prize at succeeding shows. No contestant shall compete 
at more than one show in the same year. 

5. Bonafide members of 4-H dairy clubs in good stand- 
ing in their club or county or district are the only ones 
eligible to compete. 

6. No watch shall be given to any exhibitor whose 
heifer lacks condition. care, finish and training, but the 
award shall go to the next highest competitor in the opin- 
ion of the judge. 

7. The list of judges eligible to place 4-H dairy heifers 
at shows where these Holstein-Friesian awards are offered 
will be prepared by the executive committee of the 
Missouri Holstein-Friesian Association, and a representa- 
tive of the Dairy Husbandry Department of the University 
of Missouri, and a list of such eligible judges will be sup- 
plied to the proper officers of each county or district mak- 
ing application for these awards. 


The foregoing rules were adopted by the Missouri Wol- 
stein-Friesian Association. The Kansas rules are identical 
except in the seventh item in relation to eligible judges, 
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which for Kansas reads as follows: “Those eligible tg 
place these heifers are as follows: Prof. J. B. Fitch, 
Manhattan, Kans.; Mr. J. Linn, Manhattan, Kansas; H. 
W. Cave, Manhattan, Kansas; W. H. Mott, Herington, 
Kansas; H. R. Lascelles, Kansas City, Missouri. Other 
men being considered as judges must first meet the ap- 
proval of Prof. J. B. Fitch as being qualified to place these 
classes.” 

In connection with this work, the Missouri College of 
Agriculture is cooperating by taking this schedule up with 
each of their county agents through their 4-H club depart- 
ment and the matter is also to be presented to the county 
agents at their annual conference at Columbia, Mo., in 
December.

TESTING FOR PRODUCTION RECORDS 
(An editorial from Hoard’s Dairyman) 

It is a good thing in American agricnlture, particularly 
at this time, to have men in responsible positions who can 
see clearly the fundamental needs for progress and im- 
provement, and who have the courage and patience to 
hold fast to that which has proven good even though it 
may not be new. Such a man is H. W. Norton, Jr.. super- 
intendent of advanced registry, Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. 

Having set Mr. Norton up on a high place, so to speak, 
as one to counsel with, it is incumbent upon us to support 
his position. Before doing so, however, we want to present 
a part of his last annual report to the delegates represent- 
ing the members of the association which employs him. 
He says: 

“The greatest need of our industry is increased test- 
ing for production records. In the past, too many Owners 
of pure bred animals have assumed that the mere fact of 
registration is a guaranty of profitable production. Un- 
fortunately such is not the case, and until we know more 
about breeding high production into our herds than at 
present, and have developed families or blood lines which 


are reasonably pure for high production, we must test 
our cows if we wish to improve our herds. 

“The importance of production records to our breed 
can scarcely be overestimated at this time. We have 


been testing only about three per cent as many cows in 
the long time divisions as we have been registering, and 
this percentage is far too small for steady. consistent de- 
velopment and improvement of our breed. 

“The real underlying reason for the existence of the 
so-called pure breeds of dairy cattle is the improvement 
of the species. This can only be accomplished by keeping 
the standard of production well above the average for the 
herds throughout the country. Registration alone can 
never effect improvement within the breed. for this method 
represents only pouring together or fusing the blood lines 
of all degrees of producing ability into the one great herd. 
Improvement must be made by selection, and advanced 
registry and herd improvement tests must be the guide. 

“Results obtained by progressive grade herd owners 
whose herds have been on test continuously over a period 
of years show that further progress depends upon the use 
of sires capable of transmitting superior production to 
their offspring. The accomplishments of these local test- 
ing associations constitute a challenge to our breed to 
furnish them with sires capable of raising still higher the 
levels of production in their herds, and we must accept 
the challenge.” 

This is plain talk. We believe Mr. Norton’s experience 
and position qualify him to have an opinion of more than 
passing value on the problems of the dairy industry as 
relates to the improvement of dairy cattle and the eco- 
nomical production of milk. 


We need not theorize about the benefits of testing. The 
results of this work in the eleven hundred dairy herd

county fair and with two other calves won the silver 
cup given by the Northern Pacific Railroad, also 
winning first as a yearling at that fair. The year she 
was grand champion at Waterloo, she was taken out 
of the pasture only ten days before the show.” 


V. S. Culver states his observation of the general situ- 
ation as follows: 


“Most of our top show cows were unknown and 
unheard of as calves and usually were raised in some 
back woods where they were not hurt from over- 
fitting when young. In my own experience, I know 
we have ruined many very promising animals by 
over-fitting when young. Even so wonderful an ani- 
mal as May Walker Inka Segis, in my opinion, would 
be even greater today if she had not been kept in 
such high condition as a calf and yearling. Her dam 
and the sire’s dam were not at all pampered as 
youngsters and were doing business right along with 
exceptionally well attached udders with splendid 
quality even up to twelve years of age. Pelagie 
Wayne Rag Apple King, who was a grand champion 
for us at Minnesota State Fair in 1918, as a year- 
ling, developed into a remarkable individual cow 
but her udder was always too beefy and she never 
produced satisfactorily due, we have always believed, 
to too much conditioning at an early age.” 

‘ 
In summarizing the results of this questionnaire and 
likewise the one on the junior champions presented last 
week, it seems evident from both angles of approach that 
over-conditioning of young heifers as a general thing, is 
bad policy. A strikingly smaller percentage of the “high 
conditioned” heifer calves and yearlings come on to make 
satisfactory cows, and an equally significant large per- 
centage of the successful show cows in mature form were 
given only normal or common care in their young days. 
With these facts before us. are we justified in continuing 
to place emphasis upon the calf and perhaps even the 
yearling heifer classes in our shows? Are we not en- 
couraging methods of care in connection with our most 
promising young animals that seriously jeopardize their 
chances of attaining their highest usefulness during the 
years of their maturity? It is true that these young 
classes make a pretty sight; that they make it possible 
for many breeders to show who might otherwise not be 
able to take out a string if only females of milking age 
were allowed in competition; much desirable publicity 
is won by herd sires that would otherwise have to be 
postponed until they were a couple of years older. But 
the question still persists—Isn’t the industry paying too 
big a price for these advantages?

Edison, were broadcast over a nation-wide hook up of 
thirty-seven stations. 

The various speakers, in their remarks, stressed the 
significance of the occasion as marking the progress which 
agriculture and the dairy industry are making along the 
line of an improved product and improved methods of 
production, The main interest of the visitors, however, 
centered in the demonstration of the rotolactor, the new 
rotary combine milking system recently perfected and 
installed here. The accompanying picture gives some idea 
of this mechanical marvel, which was conceived by Mr. 
Jeffers, and completed after many years of investigation 
and research with the assitance of the De Laval Separator 
Company, which designed and installed the milking equip- 
ment. 

This new system of milking consists of a revolving plat- 
form upon which are placed fifty stanchions. The platform 
revolves slowly at the rate of fifteen feet per minute, com- 
pleting a revolution in 12% minutes. Between 1400 and 
1500 cows are milked three times daily. They are housed 
in unit barns, each of which is connected by runways to 
the central “lactorium”. As each cow in turn ap:roaches 
the rotating platform, a vacant stall appears before her 
and she steps into it. The stanchion antomatically closes 
about the cow’s neck and the platform slowly moves her 
to the left. Here a shower bath and other cleansing opera- 
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tions are administered by an attendant during the first 
2% minutes the cow is moving. Next comes the drying 
process with blasts of warm air which quickly and com. 
pletely dry the cow. Next the fore milker tests each teat 
of each cow’s udder to make sure no unhealthful condition 
has developed since the previous milking. Then an indi- 
vidual milking machine mounted on the revolving plat- 
form, is attached to each cow and during the remainder 
of the 12% minutes required for one complete revolution 
the milking operation is completed, the milk drawn 
through sterilized air-tight tubes to individual sealed glass 
containers and dumped into the automatic weighing and 
recording machine. At the completion of a revolution, the 
cow finds herself facing an open runway, the stanchion 
opens and she steps off the platform, passes down the run- 
way through the central chamber, out underneath the 
rotating platform, and so back to her stall in her own barn, 
The milker units are automatically washed in cold water 
and sterilized with hot water, following the milking of 
each cow, With a capacity for 240 cows each hour, it re. 
quires more than six hours for each milking. 

The rotolactor is housed in a beautiful new building, 
centrally located, which not only contains the milking 
system but a complete set of offices and laboratories. The 
interior of the building is beautifully tiled and in the 
center of the platform is a large observation room, glassed 
in, where visitors may observe the milking operation. This 
building is fitted with modern air conditioning equipment 
maintaining a constant and desirable temperature and 
humidity. The air conditioner also cleans and washes the 
air, thus reducing dust to a negligible factor. The milk 
is drawn through sanitary pipes to the milk bottling room 
without coming in contact with the open air, where it is 
quickly cooled and bottled. 

The advantages of this system listed include an im- 
portant saving in cost of labor, only ten or twelve attend- 
ants being required to operate the machine which milks 
nearly 1500 cows three times a day. This system makes 
possible more complete sterilization of the machines and 
makes it possible to maintain standards of cleanliness 
never before approached. While this system of milking is, 
of course, practicable only for very large operations on 
account of the expense of the installation, it is a striking 
illustration of the possibilities of mass production methods 
as applied to the dairy industry. 

While this new system of milking was the center of 
interest and attraction, many other modern developments 
in Management and operation of this institution received 
considerable attention and study from the visitors. While 
we shall not in this brief article attempt to give much 
detail along these other lines, a brief review may be of 
interest. 

A basic principle of the Walker-Gordon farming and 
farm products processing system is to centralize direction 
and de-centralize operation. The farming operations 
include some three thousand acres. Since 1924, this im- 
mense tract has been operated in small units under oerat- 
ors who are responsible and to some degree profit-sharing 
pariners in the enterprise, These units run from 125 to 
175 acres, each unit having its complement of necessary 
farm residence buildings, which in many cases meant only 
resolving the land back into its original farmsteads. Under 
this system, the farm, which may be owned either by the 
company or by the operator, is operated by a man of the 
company’s own selection, who is made responsible for the 
farm operations and whose remuneration is 
upon his own efforts. The farmer: operating company- 
owned land enters into a contract whereby he agrees to 
pay interest amounting to a fair percentage under reason- 
able valuation. He is responsible for the over-head, re- 
pairs and maintenance, and for interest on all capital in- 
vested in his unit. Many of the men first selected had 
little equipment and in these cases Walker-Gordon made 
it possible for them to purchase tools and equipment. 
Walker-Gordon contracts to buy all the farmer’s silage 
corn at a fixed price per ton delivered to the central silos, 
and all the alfalfa and grain as it stands in the field at a 
basic rate. Walker-Gordon cuts, hauls and dehydrates, the 
alfalfa, which process will be referred to in more detail 
later on. The matter of replacements in a milking herd 
of this size is always a big problem and the Walker-Gordon 
people are developing the idea of raising their replace- 
ments as much as ‘possible. Some of the farmers are

specialists in raising comparatively large units of young 
stuff on lower priced rolling farm lands especially adapted

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to this type of farming and are paid at stated rates per 
pound of gain on young stuff raised for addition to the milk- 
ing herd. Young stock are grown wp to producing age 
under this plan in Virginia, Pennsylvania and Vermont as 
well as in New Jersey. Under this de-centralized system, 
the labor problem is greatly simplified as the unit-farmer 
hires what extra help he needs each season and benefits 
by all the profits earned by his own long hours of labor 
in certain seasons and by his skill in management. He is 
independent in the operation and management of his unit 
save that he must adapt himself to the larger scheme of 
things as worked out by the management of Walker- 
Gordon Farms. The contracts specify most of the im- 
portant points in relation to crop acreages and handling, 
but the superintendent in the central office keeps the 
System running smoothly. Machinery, fertilizer, feed, lime 
and numerous other supplies for the various farmers are 
purchased at cost through the central organization. Under 
this system, figures show that Walker-Gordon gets its 
silage crop at about one-half the cost under the old system 
of operating the whole farm as a single large unit with 
hired labor. The farmers on the other hand are doing far 
better financially than the independent general farmer of 
this section. 


One of the interesting developments worked out here 
is the green feed dehydrator. After considerable experi- 
mental work, a dehydrator has been evolved which has a 
capacity of about 2000 lbs. of dry alfalfa hay per hour. 
It consists of a slowly rotating metal cylinder, seven feet 
in diameter and 40 feet long, set at an angle, approximate- 
ly six inches higher at the end where the heat is applied 
than where the material to be dried enters. Under and 
around the elevated end is the oil burning furnace and 
heat chamber. At the lower or cool end the cylinder 
enters a large receiving and settling chamber. The green 
forage crop is run through a chopping machine and is then 
elevated to the furnace end of the cylinder. Here it comes 
into contact with high heat for a few seconds but rapidly 
falling downward through the cylinder where it is heated 
to a temperature high enough to effect rapid drying but 
low enough to avoid any deterioration in the delicate nu- 
trients it contains. From the receiving chamber at the 
lower end of the chamber, the dry forage green feed is

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elevated to carriers which convey to the storage bins or 
bagging equipment. It is stated that this type of dryer 
can be built to a smaller scale and even reduced to a point 
where it would even be within reach of the farmer ovJerat- 
ing only 400 or 500 acres of land. 

The advantages of this system are obvious, In the 
first place, it simplifies the labor problem very materially, 
as a haying crew can work continuously, rain or shine, and 
the hay is cured with a minimum of handling with no loss 
from rainstorms, moldy hay or over heating in the mow. 
Even more important is the avoiding of the loss of fine 
leaves which, even under the best western conditions, is 
stated to amount to about 20% of the original dry weight 
of the alfalfa plant. Another interesting advantage of 
this system is the much higher protein and fat content and 
lower fibre content of the dehydrated alfalfa hay as com- 
pared with sun-cured hay. There is also an advantage in 
being able to cut the hay when the plant is in exactly the 
right stage for greatest food value. Dr. Russell of the 
New Jersey Agricultural College, has expressed the belief, 
based on exiperiments, that artifically cured alfalfa is about 
seven times as rich in Vitamin A as the sun-cured alfalfa. 
The effect of these improved feeds is reflected in the milk. 
Dr. Sherman of Columbia University has found that the 
Walker-Gordon milk has twice as much of the anti-scurvy 
Vitamin C as is found in ordinary milk and experiments 
being conducted at the Plainsboro laboratory indicates that 
the Vitamin D content of the milk can be materially in- 
creased. This is the vitamin which prevents rickets and 
it is reasonable to expect that it can be included in such 
quantities that it will do away with the need for doses of 
cod liver oil and other treatments of this nature in wide 
use today. 

Visitors are always welcome at the Walker-Gordon 
Farms and anyone interested in studying recent late de- 
velopments in the dairy realm will be well repaid for the 
time spent in making a visit here.

(Continued from page 14) 
improvement associations in this country aftord a rich 
field from which to draw abundant, convincing testimony. 
What testing has done in the herds of members of these 
associations it will do in every other herd. What it has 
done in grade herds it will also do in pure bred herds. 

Let us dig down to the bottom of the meaning of “test- 
ing for production records.” What will testing do for that 
part of the dairy industry which has to do with the im- 
provement of dairy cattle and the economical production 
of milk? 

Testing, in itself, is a means to an end. Fundamentally 
production records are a guide, a basis for selection in the 
breeding management of the herd. In addition to this, 
however, testing brings about many other desirable im- 
provements. 

Approximately one-third of our twenty-one million dairy 
cows do not produce enough milk to pay market prices 
for feed consumed, to say nothing about wages for labor 
and for other costs. Without doubt some of these cows 
are capable of doing better if they were adequately fed. 
In the main, most of them are low producers because of 
their inheritance—because of lack of production records 
of their ancestors. This is one reason why Mr. Norton 
says, “The greatest need of our industry is increased test- 
ing for production records.” The losses brought about by 
the low production of these cows together with the detri- 
mental influence of perpetuating their kind must be 
eliminated. 

The demand for pure bred sides known to be capable 
of increasing production is increasing. Breeders are ready 
and willing to pay good prices for such sires. The supply 
is very limited. Why? Mainly because of lack of pro- 
duction records as a basis for eliminating unfit animals 
for breeding purposes, and for purifying the transmitting 
powers of our best animals. Strange as it may seem, test- 
ing for production in our dairy herd improvement asso- 
ciations has been the chief means of bringing about this 
demand for sires of known breeding value, and the lack 
of similar testing in pure bred herds has been the chief 
reason why we are unable to supply the demand. The 
situation is a second reason why Mr. Norton says, “The 
greatest need of our industry is increased testing for pro- 
duction records.” 

Because of these things, is it too much to say that 
testing for production records is a means to better coun- 
try living?

Carnation Inka Matador, 
at the 1928 National Sale, and the 
sale of this same bull at a considerably 
higher price than he paid at the 1930 
National Sale. Everybody agrees that 
the man who bought his bull bought 
a good one, although he paid a much 
higher price for it than Mr. Strong 
had paid when it was a calf. 

It will be news to our readers to 
know that at the 1930 National Sale 
Mr. Strong purchased another calf, 
Carnation Dictator by name, who ap- 
perently also represents one of those 
unusual and highly desirable combin- 
ations of breeding, for not long after 
the Sale he had an opportunity to 
sell this bull and lose nothing on his 
investment. 

Mr. J. H. Harper of San Antonio, 
Texas, in the meantime, hoping to 


secure a bull whose two nearest dams 
would represent the greatest daugh- 
ters of Segis Walker Matador and 
Matador Segis Walker, wrote the Car- 
nation Farms for a herd sire and 
learned that Mr. Strong’s bull repre- 
sented this combination and that the 
dam of Mr. Strong’s bull had just 
completed a year record at Carna- 
tion Farm of 1,099 lbs. of butter. 

Immediately negotiations started 
which resulted in the sale of the bull, 
Carnation Dictator, by Mr. Strong, to 
J. H. Harper of San Antonio, Texas, 
and with it the sale of two heifers 
bred to his bull, Carnation Inka Mata- 
dor. That Mr. Harper has secured 
an excellent foundation goes without 
saying.

What Mr. Strong’s plans are for the 
future are not definitely known at this 
time. Holstein breeders, however, are 
watching with interest his recent move 
because of his extraordinary success 
in the selection of valuable herd sires, 
and it is hoped that he will be fortun- 
ate enough to secure from some source 
a bull that will prove Mr. Strong’s 
selective ability still continues. 





OHIO BREEDERS’ SALE 


The annual breeders’ sale sponsored 
by the Ohio Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion was held at Wooster, Ohio, Nov. 
12 and 13. The first day of the sale 
offered the females consigned, of 
which there were 53, and on the sec- 
ond day the bulls, 44 in all, were sold. 
The sale totalled $16,130 or an aver- 
age of $162.93 for the 99 head. Prices 
ran rather even throughout, no high 
figures being obtained, and on the 
whole it was a satisfactory event to 
all concerned. The fifty-three milking 
females maintained an average of 
$184.34, with prices ranging from $110 
to $270. Of these, five with records 
averaged right at $180 ($150 to $230); 
fourteen others without records but 
from dams with records averaged 
$190.71 ($115 to $270), and thirty-four 
untested and from dams without rec- 
ords averaged $180 ($110 to $240). 
Two heifers not yet in milk. one from 
a long-time record dam and the other 
from an untested dam brought $225 
and $165 respectively. The forty-four 
bulls averaged $135.68 ($60 to $300) 
and included six from short-time rec- 
ord dams, these averaging $135 ($115 
to $145); twenty-two from long-time

record dams which averaged $160.70 
($75 to $300) and sixteen from untest- 
ed dams averaged $101.56 ($60 to 
$200). In many instances, some of 
the cows offered had creditable rec- 
ords in C. T. A. work and a few of the 
bulls from unofficially tested dams had 
good performances to their credit in 
the C. T. A. Buyers were  at- 
tracted from Connecticut, Massachus- 
etts, Michigan and Pennsylvania, with 
the bulk of the offering remaining in 
the home state, 59 Ohio breeders tak- 
ing 88 head for $14,190. 

The top price of the sale, $300, was 
paid on the second day for the bull, 
Max View Model Fayne Piebe 2d, con- 
signed by the A. A. McDonald Estate, 
Wakeman, Ohio and purchased by 
Harry S. Hart of the A. C. Messenger 
Estate, Chardon, Ohio. Born Decem- 
ber 25. 1929, a son of Prince Bettina 
Ormsby Piebe, he by Friend Piebe (he 
by K P O P) and out of a daughter of 
King of the Pontiacs, K P Princess 
Bettina (821.75 lbs. fat 305 days). The 
dam, Max View Model Fayne 2d 
(535.84 Ibs. fat in 305 days as a two- 
year-old) is a daughter of Max View 
Model Fayne, Ohio State Champion 
with 972.76 lbs. fat in 365 days as a 
senior three-year-old. Hartog Burke 
Rose, consigned by Orlin Schumacher, 
Pandora, Ohio, brought the high fig- 
ure for females, $270. She is a four- 
year-old granddaughter of Marathon 
Bess Burke, one of the best proven 
sons of K P O P, while her dam is a 
granddaughter of Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke through her sire and Piet- 
ertje Hengerveld Segis through her 
dam. She was purchased by John A. 
Martig, Louisville, Ohio. Others 
brought around this figure. The larg- 
est individual buyer was the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, Columbus, 
Ohio. A total of sixteen head were 
selected for a total of $2,885. The 
next largest buyer was A. Carbone of 
Massachusetts, who took seven head 
for $1,100.

HOLSTEINS AT VIRGINIA POLY- 
TECHNIC INSTITUTE 

Official tests recently completed at 
the Virginia Polytechnic Institute herd 
include records on two daughters of 
Marathon Bess Burke 16th 375366, the 
senior herd sire. V. P. I. Bess Burke 
O. Dione Cream 7165769, testing as a 
senior two-year-old, finished with 22'- 
105.9 pounds of milk and 807.1 pounds 
of fat. This is a new state record dis- 
placing another V. P. I. cow. The sec- 
ond daughter, V. P. I. Bess Burke K. 
D. Dora 1165771, a junior two-year- 
old produced 22,103.4 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 696.8 pounds of fat. This is 
also a new state record for milk pro- 
duction. 

There are 12 other daughters of 
Bess Burke in the herd, of which 4 
are now on test, and the others will 
be tested. 

The splendid records of these daugh- 
ters are the results of a breeding pro- 
gram extending over a period of years. 
Virginia Korndyke Butter Boy 128445 
was used for several years as the head 
of this herd, and increased the pro- 
duction materially. He has 30 A. R. 
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daughters, 4 of which have records of 
over 800 pounds of fat. Of the 30 
daughters there are 10 which give the 
opportunity for dam and daughter 
comparison, which show an increase 
of 4,859 pounds of milk and 139 pounds 
of fat. 

The bull that followed Virginia 
Korndyke Butter Boy was Marathon 
Skylark Ormsby 312129, and was well 
worthy of the place. He has 11 A. R. 
daughters, one with over 800 pounds 
fat as a 3-year-old, and the entire 
eleven averaged 679.5 pounds fat, 8 
as 2-year-olds, and 3 as 3-year-olds. A 
dam and daughter comparison of his 
daughters at the same ages shows an 
increase of 5,812 pounds milk and 178 
pounds fat. 

Marathon Bess Burke 16th 375366, 
followed Marathon Skylark Ormsby, 
and was bred to the daughters of Vir- 
ginia Korndyke Butter Boy and Mar- 
athon Skylark Ormsby. V. P. I. Bess 
Burke O. Dione Cream is a grand- 
daughter of the former and V. P. I. 
Bess Burke K. D. Dora is a grand- 
daughter of the latter. 

These two heifers freshened as sen- 
ior and junior two-year-olds respect- 
ively. They were fed as their rough- 
age alfalfa hay for about half of the 
period and mixed clover hay for the re- 
mainder, consuming approximately 12 
pounds daily, silage at the rate of 20 
pounds daily, and 4 pounds of beet 
pulp, except in the summer months, 
when the silage was cut out and the 
beet pulp increased. The grain con- 
sisted of the following mixture:

This was fed at various rates 
throughout the year according to 
production, with an average rate per 
day of about 18 pounds. 

These cows were kept in box stalls 
throughout the year and milked 4 
times daily. One or more milkings 
per day was made by a student. 

These two records are outstanding 
records, and there are 4 other daugh- 
ters of Bess Burke on test which are 
doing nicely. The remainder of the 
daughters will be tested in due time.

REPORT OF WESTERN HOLSTEIN 
SURVEY CONFERENCE HELD 
AT PORTLAND, ORE., OCT. 
28th, 1930 


A meeting in the nature of a Hol- 
stein survey conference was held as 
noted above and was attended by of- 
ficials of the State Holstein Associa- 
tions of Washington, Oregon, Idaho 
and California. Utah was not repre- 
sented as no officers of their associa- 
tion were in attendance at the Pacific 
International. The object of the survey 
conference was to discuss the Holstein 
business in the Northwest and to con- 
sider field work in the future. 

Regarding the Field Work would 
say that Mr. H. A. Mathiesen, our 
western field representative, is giving 
splendid satisfaction in all his work, 
as is justified by hundreds of breed- 
ers in the West and as _ indicated 
the officers at this meeting. He has 
been an untiring worker and has been 
of great personal help to many of our 
Holstein breeders, thus keeping their 
work going in times somewhat under 
normal. 

The Northwest is not as hard hit so 
far, as some of the sections, as there 
apparently is not as great a surplus of 
milk. In fact the general demand for 
milk is described as being good. Cali- 
fornia offers a good market to the 
Northwest States for surplus cattle, 
and we hope that this good condition 
will continue to prevail. In the dis- 
cussion it was brought out that a few 
of the Northwest cities are making it 
somewhat hard for some of our Hol- 
stein shippers due to the higher fat 
milk demanded, or due to their “per- 
fect score”, which in some cases has 
still been retained at 4%. Ways and 
means of overcoming such times were 
discussed. 

The matter of the state herds at 
the Pacific International came in for 
considerable discussion and it was the 
unanimous opinion that state herds 
are the real background of good ex- 
hibits in the West and should be en- 
couraged in every way. It is hoped by 
the breeders that state herds will be 
continued and perhaps increased at 
the Pacific International. 

The discussion of the fieldman’s 
work in California was brought up 
and it was decided that the four 
Northwest states—Idaho. Utah, Ore- 
gon and Washington would share their 


time with California during 1931, it 
being understood that California is 


to return the transfer fee apportion- 
ments to the National Association. 
Mr. Mathiesen has been instructed to 
commence work officially after Janu- 
ary Ist, in California. A progrem was 
discussed which would cover the 
whole territory.

THE DOMESTIC DAIRY MARKETS 
SITUATION 


The passing of another month of 
this unusual season has not eliminated 
the element of uncertainty from dairy 
markets, for such a feeling continues 
to persist, notwithstanding what some 
interests call a favorable fundamental 
structure. If many believe the situa- 
tion is sound, not enough are willing 
to admit it to give markets a semb- 
lance of real strength. There are 
some factors of strength, but others 
which end weakness to the situation. 
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One of the most interesting develop- 
ments of the current month has been 
the trend of butter prices. Top grades 
at New York have remained unchang- 
ed since the first of October to date 
(October 29), an unusual condition 
for any month, but particularly so this 
late in the season. Present wholesale 
prices mean a retail price of around 
50 cents, which many of the trade feel 
is about all the consumer can or will 
pay. If such an assumption is correct 
it will explain in part why no higher 
price levels have been reached at a 
time, and under conditions with re- 
gard to supply, which ordinarily would 
have supported a price advance. The 
Chicago market has not shared this 
steady price trend with New York, 
and in fact the Chicago changes might 
be termed as more or less erratic in 
view of the New York situation. Price 
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differences between the two markets 
indicated clearly the differences of 
opinion which traders held as to prob- 
able developments. 

The apparent cause of the prevail- 
ing price situation seems to be a fall- 
ing off of consumer demand. There 
was an estimated decrease in con- 
sumption during September of 1.6 per 
cent, or approximately three million 
pounds, compared with last year. 
Along with this, there was an esti- 
mated decrease of butter production 
in September, amounting to approxi- 
mately five million pounds, so that any 
support from decreased supplies was 
offset by decreased demand. 

Butter production in September was 
3.4 per cent below last year, but from 
a comparison of this decrease, with a 
12 per cent decrease in August, and

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SHAWANGUNK VALLEY STOCK 
FARM SALE 


The reduction sale held by the i 
Shawangunk Valley Stock Farm, at 
Wallkill, New York, November 3, 
proved to be a very satisfactory event 
to the owner, everything considered. 
The sale was made necessary by the 
loss by fire of the main dairy barn in 
October and many of the animals sold 
looked a bit rough and not in gale 
condition, having been out night and 
day during the cold weather. Several 
of the animals were also quite aways 
from calving. ‘Thirty-seven head were 
sold to local buyers for $10,345, or an 
average of just under $280 per head. 
The offerings included thirty-one fe- 
males in milk which sold from $150 up 


to $455, the top price of the sale. Of 
these, three with long-time records 
made an average of $253.33 (180 to 


$250), seven without records but from 
dams with records averaged $345.71 
($220 to $455) and twenty-one un- 
tested and from dams without records 
averaged $282.85 ($150 to $430). 
About two thirds of the females in 
milk offered had very good records in 
C. T. A. work to their credit. Four 
heifers not yet in milk averaged 
$151.25 (100 to $250), all being from 
untested dams and two bulls brought 
$420 and $200, the former being from 
a dam with a long-time record and the 
latter from an untested dam. The top 
cow, Echo Walker Pontiac Rose, is 
sired by a son of Avon Pontiac Echo 
and from a granddaughter of Matador 
Segis Walker, she having a record of 
777 lbs. fat, 23,327.7 lbs. milk to her 
credit. Echo Walker Pontiac Rose 
herself has made a good record in C. 
T. A. work, having made 557.6 lbs. fat 
in ten months and showing a profit of 
$318 above feed cost. She was just 
ready to freshen by the service of 
Dutchland Colantha Boy Hengerveld, 
son of Dutchland Colantha The Great 
and Dutchland Pietertje Topsy Lass, 
1,008-lb. fat producer.

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an 11 per cent decrease in July, it is 
obvious that production conditions in 
September were very much improved 
over the summer months. Weekly re- 
ports from trade sources suggest that 
October production may bear about 
the same relation to last year as oc- 
curred in September. The estimated 
shortage in butter production during 
the first nine months of 1930 under 
the same period of 1929, amounts to 
almost eighty-two million pounds. 

The butter storage situation con- 
tinues to develop favorably from the 
Standpoint of those who stored earlier 
in the year. It may be recalled that 
July 1 storage stocks were not only 
fifteen million pounds greater than the 
previous year, but twenty-six million 
pounds above the July 1 average. By 
September 1 this changed to a short- 
age of twenty-five million pounds, un- 
der September 1, 1929, and a month 
later, on the first of October, the 
shortage was twenty-eight million 
pounds, which was four’. million 
pounds below average. Since the first 
of October the movement of butter 
out of storage 
than last 


has been more rapid 
vear indicating that dealers 


are still anxious and willing to move 
storage goods while there is a chance 
for reasonable profit, regardless of 
any possibility of a greater profit if 
the goods were held longer. Whether 
or not dealers think such greater pro- 
fits probable, there is ample evidence 
that low inventories have an appeal at 
this time. 

There is little to be said regarding 
other products. Cheese prices tobog- 
ganed 1% cents the second week in 
the month, but have since recovered 
1% cent of this. Prices are according- 
ly about 5 cents lower than a year 
ago. September was an unusually full 
month in cheese markets, trade out- 
put, or the apparent movement into 
consumption, having been over eight 
per cent below that of September last 
year. This slowing up is probably to 
be taken as meaning that buyers are 
not satisfied prices have reached the 
low point. The advance last week 
may serve to alter this feeling some- 
what, although sellers are faced with 
the fact that storage stocks of cheese 
are unusually heavy, and the move- 


ment ovt of storage has slowed up 
materially. 
October fluid milk markets are re- 





ported as about steady. The unsettled 
conditions in butter and cheese mar- 
kets have eliminated these as favor- 
able outlet for surplus milk, and along 
with this condition, are lower feed 
prices, which may cause some in- 
crease in production. October prices 
to producers selling fluid milk are gen- 
erally the same as those prevailing in 
September, but are about fifteen cents 
below those of a year ago.—U. S, Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics.

ARKANSAS DAIRYMAN’S DREAM 

REALIZED 
By Harry B. Taber 

The ambition of R. L. Folts, former 
Wisconsin dairyman, who came to 
Arkansas with a few Holstein cows 
and little or no cash, back in 1921, 
to make central Arkansas a real dairy 
center in the state,—is being realized 
today in substantial form. 

Starting from scratch in 1921, with 
an ordinary milk station in a rented 
building in South Conway, Ark., the 
Faulkner Dairy Company, then only 
five farmers, shipped out four cans of 
milk the first day, Four years ago 
they built and paid for a modern

led off in the dairy business in Faulkner 
County is still in the lead. 
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creamery, costing $13,500. Today this 
plant is no longer adequate to take 
care of the rapidly increasing volume 
of dairy products and it is nothing 
unusual for the plant, with its seven 
substations throughout the county, to 
receive 100 cans of cream a day, be- 
sides a large quantity of whole milk. 

So a new plant is being built, to 
double the capacity of the present one, 
and costing $40,000. 

The present creamery handles about 
$125,000 worth of dairy products per 
year, and with the increased capacity 
of the new plant this volume will con- 
tinue to grow as this section is ex- 
panding rapidly in the business of 
dairy farming. Mr. Folts recognized 
today as a real genius in dairy plant 
management, and rated one of the best 
dairy products business executives in 
the state and south, still finds time 
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to maintain his 160 acre dairy farm 
four miles east of Conway, Ark., 
where some 16 fine Holstein cows are 
milked daily, and the cream checks 
from the Folts’ dairy farm amount to 
$175 to $180 per month and from 20 to 
40 hogs a year are fed out for the 
200 lb. market largely on skim and 
buttermilk.
